Chautauqua, N. Y., Aug 14.- Thomas

of meat. 
Mr. Boring said: 
"W hile th ere has been a slight do 
cline in the price o. cattle th ere has 
been a larger decrease in the price 
of meat. 
L ast year butchers paid as 
high as 6V2 cents a pound for beef on 
the hoof. 
T he average price last yenr 
was 6 c en ts; now it is 5. 
As for in 
creased prices at retail, I know noth 
ing of them , but I do know that we are 
selling m eat at an average of two cents 
a pound less this y ear than the pric* 
we received last year.
